THE JOUIl.NEY — THE COUNTRV. * 

About the middle of July last, I left Cay- 

flosh iu company with the owner of a small 
Tjaok train, Ooiiiid I'or tlie Forks of Qu-.^ri«ll,: 
River I louad nothing worthy of p:.rtieul;ir 
noti"o uniil sumo two or three days attet 
leavin- Cayoosh;. by this limo, however, 
we had got clear of the mountains and were 
■gradually einerprinf,' into a fine open cnontry 
presentini; all tho varieties ol landsc^.po 
■ most plea.'iin;; to tha eye. For .-^ome ten ui 
twelve days, our cffuise lay though this 
•beantiful rnsion, which, in my opinion, con- 
ttaiiis hondrea.- of thousands of acres o! land 
that will eoiniKire lavorably with the beM im 
this contii'.erit. For stock-raisin- puri^o-^es 
I think it would be hard to lind its equal, 
it being well .sheltered with wou.i on It,c 
hi-h •'Ground, water abuiidanl, and yras; 
siioufih 10 feuJ "Iho cattle of a ihousaid

A SCENE OF DESOCATIOV. 

When yon '^at within about two days' 
travel of thi; Fairies of tinosnellc, yau enter 
into what hi.s bei'ii a densely timbered .Im- 
triet, but, appiirenily, bomo live or ni-x year,-. 
u.ro, a treinendou.s liro has ra^^ed iiero, liiy- 
iiT"' the whole country descjlato for borue 
thirty or forty miles each way. ft is now a 
renular f iresl of icirc jwlcs. and ()ro8ent8 a 
Hcene of the wildest desolation ima^Moablti. 

^UESNKI.l.K lllVtU 

i'lows through a dwp valley or porga, 
with aoparently very high mountains on 
.either wide, but in reality only high table 
Zand. At the Kork.s wo found quito a town 
already sprung up, consisting of somo ten or 
twelve Htoros, and boarding houses and 
whisky shops enough to luake, say some 
twonty-flve or thirty houscH altogother. It 
in locat<o<i on tho point betwoon the two 
utroams ; coiisuiiueuHy the South Pork has to 
))OoroBHediu order to reach It ; and M ttie 
Cjtrihoo digtriuKH aro on tlio North side Of 
tho Nor<i.li iork, that stream has alao to M 
crossed in order to get there. 

rUK UARIUOO. 

Whoa wo arrived, ttio Cariboo fever waw at 
tU height, and great oxeitflmont provailod. 
£very ono that could possibly got away was 
iroinB of course, and 1 soon conoludod to go 
along with tho rest. So, in comimny with 
another man who had accompanied niu tiem 
bolow, I packed mv hIaiiketH and other tu- 
iuRS, and again took the loa.l ; hut this timo, 
alosl insload of a good strong Cuyoosli

shank's inaro. The dist.ance wc had to travel 
is someivhero in tho noighborhood of thirty 
miles, and, of course, wo thought wo could 
make it in a day and a half at any rate. 
But. in that wo s<it badly fooled, for it took 
us no less than four days to noeompliah ic. 
The Whole distance, except in a few places, 
is one continual swa.np, and in many places 
we had to walk to the knees in water lor 
miles together. Again, we had tu go throuj;li 
nlaee.i where we sunk nearly as deep m 
mire at every step, and tho timber and 
underwood was .so dense on each side that 
thiro seemed no possible show to get out of 
it. However, wo got through at la.-t, and 
soon forgot all our troubles in the excitement 
of tho tntnes. . 

rEITIlLKY's CREEK. 

On our arrival at Keithley's creek,we founJ 
that very few miners had as yet commenced 
to wash ; but a great many were preparing 
to flume and turn the stream. Others were 
prospecting in the banks with more or less 
success. 

WEATBB'S CfAIM. 

A few days previous to our arrival a bank 
of diet had been struck, (now known as tli« 
Weaver claim) .tomo twenty or thirty feet 
above (he bed of the .-iream, which pros- 
pected two and three bits to the pan, for a 
depth of ten or twelve feet. Tho men went 
to ^Toat ox[ieiiseand brought in water, wlnp- 
sawad [umber, and made sluices, and went 
to work iu good shape. Aflei washing a con- 
siderable time thev loiind tliiit their pay dirt 
still kept running into ifie liill, and /iiially 
became convinced that ihoy had veritable 
lull dii^singt. I never faeat*! how it ^ald them 
for slnieiog, but I know for certain that ii 
piiil th'-m' forty uollam A day 10 the hand 
with a rocker, when they (irsi stalled. Thoy 
aro stopping on the crook this wioier; and 
h^d commenced to -fUii a luuuet i'lio llta 
hill befoie I left.

Some of the Uuiriiiig claims [.aid 
e.vtraordiriary well, but I buiieve at least the 
liall o f them' did not make anything his 
season, owiii^'in most in.stanoos to tho (liiin«« 
t^i„- t,..) s;ii,ill ;ui<i their tiead-dains giving 
■ay^witli tho suddeci liung of the creek. 

TIIK BC.tT ('(.il.M. 

Tho claim that pai.l best was tho one ne.v. 
to the mouth of the creek. For one week it 
averaged one hundred dollars a d,iy to tho 
liand : and up to the time I k'ft (the 4lh of 
.\ovi!mb,T), It never ha. I paid less than 
tlfty. Tliere were se\eral others on the 
crnek that paid v.irv well. altli..'i:;li tiono so 
bii; as that. This creek ret^uires a flume 
aj" ut six feet wide and about two deep, and 
IS at least thirty mile* in length. The upper

1 BE "Great Eastern" EcLiPiED,— 
The" Great Eastern " is nowheta, She has 
been fairly eclipsed, outdone, whipped, 
" cleaned out," by a river steam vessel in- 
tended to run on the shallow rivers of In- 
dia. The vessel consists of a sttiamer and 
five barges, of tho collective length of 900 
feet. But these barges, insleid of being 
lowed asunder like common bargofl.are joined 
(0 one another by circular joints,liko a hinge, 
60 that they constitute one long flexible 
vessel, with only one bow and one ..stein. 
The purpose of this arrangement is to obtain 
the necessary displacement with siDall re- 
sistaiice. and without the risk of- damage, 
should the Teisel get aground, and all these 
conditions are efTcotually fulfilled by the 
arrangements adopted. The train is 30 feul 
bioad and 7 feet deep. At a draught of 
water of 3 feet it will carry about 3,000 tons 
of cargo. The vessel has been thoroughly 
tested, and has' been found to woik to a 
charm.

Coaat Route to the Northern Mines. 

It will be rememboreil that several at- 
tempts have been iniuto to di.scover a route 
from the sea coast to thn miiltlle and 
anil niirilierii niino.s. Mr. AlcKay crossed 
from Lillouete to thu coast in 1858, without 
fiiidiM - ;i practicalile route, [ii 1850, Major 
Do'.viiu! Hsr'.'iuliid the Skueiia, which emp- 
li..>.s iisfll into the ocean below Fort Simp- 
son. He followed up the head . of the 
Skeena, then crossed Babine and Stuart's 
lakes, and descended Stuart's river , to Fort 
George. Up to the present no practical 
talis tiave followed the Major's exploration, 
so far as a route i.1 concerned for the trans- 
missioi] of merchandiKe. JFrom the imper- 
ifect c/ufa which 'the best maps afford, even 
•when corrected by the best local informa- 
tion, we -should eatitnato the distance frjtn 
the coast to Cariboo via the Dowrjio route, to 
bo not less th.m 550 miles. As the crow 
flies, it may bo coii-uieriibly loss; but 
the sinuositibs oflaiul irav,-) w.iuKl ev^l.•lltly 
^^ake it appro.vituate to iho fisure we have 
stateil. In comparison, therelon', with the 
present route I'ln Cayuo-ii, or even by Yalo 
and Lvtlon, the distance is far greater than 
from the head of river navigation. 

The next parly of e.vplorers were .Messrs' 
Golledge & llari-i.ioii. They attempted to 
ctos.s from the iioad (jf Dean's Canal to 
AlexaniliT ; i ut were unsuccessful am! re- 
turned. iMuin a ylarice at the map, Fort 
Aie.vaiidi'r and Cariboo are nearly east from 
Dean's Caiial and the North Bentinck Arm. 
Tl;e distance from Alexander to the head of 
the North Benlincit ;Anii, ai near as it can 
be estimated, must be about250 miles— one 
half less than the Skeana-Downie trail. The 
•North Bentinck Arm is about 400 miles 
north of Victoria, and some distance beyond 
the norlhern end of this island. Sir Ale.v- 
ander McKenzie, some years aeo, crossed 
from the interior to the [bentinck Ann. Hut 
no information can be ijleaiie 1 as to whether 
a ptacli(!a le route could be made that way

others, discovered routes across it. It was 
impas.sable. Now it is crossed by scores of 
routes, and thousands of people. We know 
no good roasrn why the same results htiay 
not be attained for British Columbia, by co- 
torprise and energy in exploring a route from 
the coast to the northern mines. 

TEnRiToniAL Lkoislation. — A[ a joint 
.session of the Council and House of Kepre- 
senlatives of Washington Territory, a reso- 
lution was passed declaring alt proceedings 
tendina to dissolve (he Union to be criminal^ 
whilst the Federal Gevernmenl does ils duty.
